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SOHOOLY REPORT. 


Another year has passed, and it becomes my duty, ac- 
cording to the laws of the State, to make an annual report 
to the town of the condition of our public schools. And 
here let no one say that the old reports would answer with 
simply altering a few facts and figures in the tabular view. 
Although we may be compelled to discuss some of the facts 
and repeat some of the criticisms of former reports, yet 
every one who closely inspects our schools will see a 
marked difference from year to year. A change of pru- 
dential committees usually brings a change of teachers ; 
and with a change of teachers, a change in the management 
and efficiency of the school. 

If the teachers are active and enthusiastic, the scholars 
will partake of their inspiration. If they are dull and in- 
dolent, the scholars will be listless and sluggish. The 
teacher’s office is no sinecure, but it demands work, work, 
work. From the commencement to the end of the term, 
nothing but hard, persistent work is to be done. No one 
should engage in teaching who thinks it an easy matter, 
and none should be employed who teaches simply for pay, 
or as a stepping-stone to some other employment. There 
are many teachers whose literary acquirements are of the 
first order, but who cannot or do not shake off that lethargy 
of idleness, and rouse themselves to that vigorous effort 
which would give themselves honorable reputation in the 
calling they have chosen for a profession. 

So, too, if parental care ceases when the scholars enter 
the school room, and they are not watched over and ques- 
tioned in regard to their studies, is it any wonder that they 
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do not make the progress that they ought? Nothing en- 
courages children more than to have parents and friends 
take an interest in their literary labors. 

Again, teachers frequently fail of accomplishing the de- 
sired object by undervaluing the capacity of their pupils. 
Children delight in exercising the mind as well as the 
body ; and it is the observant and experienced teacher 
alone that brings into requisition the mental powers and 
trains them to their proper end. } 

One great fault of our teachers and of our text-books is, 
they THINK too much for the scholars, instead of the schol- 
ars’ thinking for themselves. And I question seriously 
whether the scholars become more learned, more thinking, 
and better prepared for the duties of life, under the present 
multiplicity of text-books in reading, arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, &c., than under the old system of fewer books 
and more mental training. 

A brief notice of the new school-house erected the past 
summer in District No. 1 may not be inappropriate at this 
time. The cost of the land, grading, and school-rooms 
with the furniture included, amounts to the sum of $3,800; 
a large outlay considering the amount of wealth in the 
district, if reckoned in dollars and cents; but we believe 
no intelligent person who has visited the schools the past 
winter will begrudge the amount of his or her tax in the 
increased amount of comfort and convenience afforded to 
the teachers and scholars. And it is a fact worthy of notice 
that after a term of eleven weeks, with eighty scholars in 
both departments, we failed to discover a single scratch 
upon the desks, or a single mark upon the walls of the 
school-room. 

Then let every parent make frequent visits to these school- 
rooms, and encourage both teachers and pupils in well- 
doing, and make our schools what they should be, the idol 
and the pride of every citizen. 

In making out this part of the report, we have consid- 
ered the number of the districts as in former reports. 
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DISTRICT NO. ONE. 
Prudential Committee, JoHN A. WHITTEMORE. 


Teacher, JENNIE M. Carr. This was the first experience 
of a young teacher, who endeavored to do her duty. There 
was, perhaps, too much show of government and too little 
real government for the good of the school. With a little 
more experience, and a smaller school for a few terms, Miss 
Carr may become a first class teacher. The scholars made 
commendable progress, however, in all the. branches of 
study pursued. 


DISTRICT NO. TWO. 
Prudential Committee, C. J. KIMBALL. 


Teacher, ROSABELLE 8. Davis. It has seldom been our 
province to visit a school where the relation between teach- 
er and taught seemed to be so pleasant and satisfactory as 
this. Good order without severity was maintained through- 
out the term. We donot think any one acquainted with 
the school will question its superior excellence. 

A term of six weeks in the autumn by the same teacher 
was attended with like happy results. No day was passed 
by the scholars under her guidance without marked im- 
provement, and the verdict of all that attended the closing 
exercises on examination day was, ‘‘ Well done.” 


DISTRICT NO. THREE. 
Prudential Committee, Levi Coupy. 


Teacher, first term, Mary G. Comstock. A very pleas- 
ant and successful term, with only two scholars belonging ° 
to the district. ‘The number was increased to seven by an 
addition from No. 5 and two from Deering. The school 
was orderly, and the progress satisfactory. 

Winter term, Laura F. Gerry, teacher. This teacher 
evidently exerted herself to instruct her pupils to the best 
advantage. We found a great improvement in the order 
and management of the school from last winter. In our 
visits the school appeared well, and in some respects very 
well. Atthe examination, it appeared that the scholars 
had received an equivalent for the school money expended. 
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DISTRICT NO. FOUR. 
Prudential Committee, W. P. JENKINS. 


Teacher, Litua C. Harpy. This district is united with 
No. 3 in Greenfield. Had but one term of school, of 14 
weeks, taught by Miss Lilla C. Hardy, a teacher of some 
experience, whose kind words and pleasant smile make 
sunshine in the school-room. lLaboring with energy and 
devotion success is certain, and the examination at the 
close was satisfactory in every respect. 


DISTRICT NO. FIVE. ONE TERM. 


Prudential Committee, DANIEL BARTLETT. 


Teacher, Mary G. Comsrocx. This is quite a back- 
ward school, and the teacher tried hard to. make it less so, 
and with commendable success. The scholars appeared to 
have been faithful to their privileges. ~The school-house 
was tastefully decorated with evergreen on the day of ex- 
amination, showing the good taste of teacher and scholars 
in making their school-room pleasant and attractive. 


DISTRICT NO. ONE. WINTER TERM. 
Prudential Committee, C. J. Kimpauu, J. A. WaHITTEMORE. 


Primary department, RosaBELLE §. Davis, teacher. 
The task imposed on this teacher was a difficult one. To 
properly care for the little bodies, and feed the little minds, 
and keep cheerful the loving little hearts, isa work that 
might well employ an angel’s hand. It is a task to which 
man can never aspire, and for which but few women are 
well qualified. The qualifications of a successful primary 
teacher Miss Davis possessed in an eminent degree, and 
in every respect her school was a model of neatness, order, 
and all the requisites that go to make up a successful 
school. There was at all times a kind feeling manifested 
between teacher and pupils. On the day of examination 
one of her scholars presented her with a splendid Bible, 
the gift of the school children, and in the few and simple 
words conveyed to the teacher more of the children’s heart- 
felt gratitude than could have been done by the most stud- 
ied discourse. | 
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Grammar School department, Teacher, Kats A. DUNCAN. 
This school had a teacher whose literary attainments were 
of the first order. Some of the scholars were at that peri- 
od in life when the submission of the child passes into the 
self-assertion of the boy or girl without being perfected by 
self-respect; and consequently there was not that cordiali- 
ty of feeling existing between teacher and scholar that 
ought to have been. Fair progress, however, was made in 
all branches pursued—a better understanding of the ground 
previously passed over, than an advance into new fields of 
labor.
